Senator Copeland Says His Com-_ 


mittee Will Begin Inquiry 
at Once. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—-Chair- 
man Copeland of the Senate com- 
mittee investigating air safety, said 
last night he would order the com- 
mittee investigator to begin an in- 
quiry “at once” into the disaster to 
the Hindenburg. 

Copeland said his committee had 
concerned itself primarily with 
heavier-than-air craft, but that the 
accident to the dirigible would turn 
its attention to  lighter-than-air 
craft.

SHIP’S LAST MESSAGE HOME

In the span of seconds before 
‘flames enveloped the silvery tab- 
‘ric, some of the passengers and 
‘crew jumped, crawled or were 
‘thrown clear of the falling ship. 
| Capt. Ernst Lehmann, a Zep 
pelin commander in- the World 
War, and commander of the ship 
on previous voyages, stumbled 
‘from the wreck, gravely injured. 
| So was Capt. Max Pruss, vet- 
eran airman, making his first voy- 
age as Lehmann’s successor in 
command. Lehmann made the 
trip in an advisory capacity. 

Two New York photographers 
were staring up at the Hindenburg, 
getting their cameras focused, when 
the ship exploded. The two men, 
Charles Hoff and Bob Seelig, told 
it over the telephone. 

“I’m practically underneath the 
mooring mast,” said Hoff, “and I’m 
shooting pictures every minute 
when bam! It went up. An ex- 
plosion, like a hollow boom, maybe 


“‘Run, mister! Run for your 


life!” 
“I looked up and saw some flames 


at the stern of the ship. I ran to 
ward the woods. It seemed like 
five miles, but was actually only 
about three-quarters of a mile. 

“There was a short explosion, 
then another and a third. Two 
seconds later there was a crash and 
a blinding light. There was a 
tremendous blast which knocked 
me flat. I got up and ran.” 

Ernest Kolb, a Brooklyn free 
lance photographer, said: “I could 
hear people screaming and hollering 
when it hit the ground. I saw 
bodies on the ground, and some of 
the crew walking around in a daze, 
nude, their clothes burned off. 

“IT saw the radio man. I think his 
name is Hartmann. There wasn’t 
a scratch on him. He was walking 
in a daze.” 

Joseph Capestro, a member of the 
ground crew, saw three men leap 
out of the control cabin, and one 
of them wore commander’s stripes. 

“All was serene on the ground 
and ship when suddenly flames 
burst from the Zeppelin’s tail,” said 
Dr. Carl A. Gesswern, of Matawan. 
“The rear half puffed up’ and 
burned, then the front bulged out 
and burst into flames. In less than 
a minute she was on the ground, 
dropping like a deflated parachute.” 

As the flaming mass _ plunged 
downward, there rose a cry to the 
ground crew: “ Run for your lives.” 

The first bewilderment gone, the 
ground crew ran back to the blaz- 
ing, still exploding wreckage. 

“The navy boys grimly dived into 
the flames like dogs after rabbits,” 
said Gill Robb Wilson, State Avia- 
tion Director, in praising their res- 
cue work.

Naval air station, a third of a mile 
away, the crumpled frame looked 
like a junk heap of black metal. 
Close up, it was a mass of ghastly 
detail. 

Behind that lacy cone dangled 
two metal seats and tables, pre- 
sumably those of the navigators. 
Behind them were a few broken 
window casings, almost the sole re- 
minder of the quarters where pas- 
sengers and airmen had spent three 


days. 


the foot of the mast to do but flee, 
or perish in the path of the ship 
which they were powerless to save. 
They ran right across the field, 
panic-stricken and driven by the 
blast behind them. The ship set- 
tled to the ground and almost at 
the instant that the stern touched, 
there was one heavy explosion fol- 
lowed a few seconds later by an- 
other. 

The airship, however, was nearly 
a fourth consumed before any ex- 
plosion occurred, and settled, strick- 
en, to the ground in a mass of livid 
flames and billowing black smoke. 
Subsequent explosions followed at 
short intervals as the fuel oil tanks 
aboard the airship were fired by 
the tremendous heat. 

Stunned by Disaster. 

Veteran airship officers, including 
Commander Rosendahl and his 
subordinates at the air station, were 
stunned by the disaster. 

For a few minutes they and the 
men who have been used in han- 
dling American airships stood root- 
ed on the fringes of the fire, re- 
treating only to a safe distance be- 
fore they rushed forward to see if 
there were any survivors and if 
they could aid in saving them. 

The only sounds at first were 
sobs here and there from women on 
the frinze of the favored spectators 
who had been admitted to the land- 
ing area. Some of these collapsed 
and had to be carried off the field. 

I have seen many aeronautical 
disasters in 10 years of aviation re- 
porting but this was the most ter- 
rible spectacle it has ever been my 
lot to witness.

Four shattered propellers stuck 
red stubs from their hubs. Bright 
red extinguishers stood nearby and 
a fire hose snaked white across 
the sand. 

Charred and maimed bodies on 
the floor of an improvised morgue 
mutely told today the story of the 
violence of the crash, 

Some partly clothed, some un- 
clad, all blackened beyond recog- 
nition, they had been taken from 
the wreckage. 

Doctors and attendants worked 
quickly and efficiently, watching 
for a breath of life in some body, 
or for some identification of a vic- 
tim.

ALUMINUM! ANTITRUST 
SIT AGAN HELD UP 


Judge Extends Temporary Or- 
der Restraining Govern- 
ment From Acting. 


By the Associated Press. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. May 7.— 
United States District Judge R. M. 
Gibson extended a temporary re- 
training order for 10 days today, 
holding up the Government’s prose- 
cution of an anti-trust suit against 
the Aluminum Co. of America. He 
took under advisement a motion by 
Assistant Attorney-General Robert 
H. Jackson to quash the temporary 
order on the grounds that the Gov- 
ernment could not be restrained 
without its consent. 

Judge Gibson issued the order 
April 29, temporarily halting action 
on a suit filed in the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York seeking to re- 
organize the properties of the Alum- 
inum Co. which Jackson today 
called “the most perfect monopoly 
in the country.” 

Jackson denied the company’s 
contention that the New York suit 
was identical with an action 
brought in Pittsburgh in 1912 and 
settled by a consent decree. 

George R. Gibbons, vice-preSident 
and secretary of the company, tes- 
tified at the hearing today that the 
company would be put to a hard- 
ship if it had to move voluminous 
records from Pittsburgh to New 
York. He said the original rec- 
ords of the 1912 suit could not be 
found but Jackson agreed to accept

Counsel for the company | 
forth that the Government's action 
in bringing suit in another court 
was “most unusual.” . 

Judge Gibson’s order restrains 
Attorney-General Cummings, Jack- 
son and other Assistant United 
States Attorneys. 

Jackson argued today that the 
attorneys were agents of the Gov- 
ernment and therefore the Govern- 
ment was being sued without its 
consent. He added: “Certainly the 
statutes will be searched in vain 
for the United States Government’s 
consent to have itself sued to re- 
strain it from suits to restrain vio- 
lations of the anti-trust laws.” 
Attorney William Watson Smith, 
counsel for the Aluminum Co. said: 
“We can’t show you a case where 
an Attorney-General has ever been 
restrained, but never before did an 
Attorney-General attempt such an 
action as this.”

La Follette Says Group Asks for 
Personal Investigation of La- 
bor Conditions.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Chair- 
man La Follette (Prog.), Wiscon-

Elbert Lamb Charged With Beat- 
ing Mrs. Mary Flannery in 
Her Home. 


Elbert Lamb. 16-year-old tran- 
sient, was indicted by the East St. 
Louis grand jury today for the 


murder of Mrs. Mary Flannery, 82, 
a widow, April 21. In a detailed 
statement to policé he admitted 
beating her on the head with an 
iron skillet in a fit of rage because 
she had reprimanded him for 
breaking a plate as he was wash- 
ing dishes in her home, 2318 State 
street. 

When arraigned this afternoon 
before City Judge William F. Bor- 
ders, Lamb pleaded not guilty. The 
Court appointed two attorneys to 
defend him. 

Ralph Brindley, former convict 
and bartender, was indicted for the 
murder of Charles Vaughn, who 
was shot to death by Brindley in 
an East St. Louis night club March 
28. Two others held during the 


investigation, William Kaase, 
Brindley’s brother-in-law, and Har- 
ry Griffith, who were in an auto- 
mobile outside the club during the 
shooting, were not indicted. 

The grand jury returned 24 true 
bills, chiefly for burglary and rob- 
bery, and four no true bills.

U. S. Judge Davis to Fix 
Punishment of Four Con- 
victed of Medical D?i- 
ploma Mail Fraud. 


Punishment of George M. wind- 
say of Kansas City and three co- 
defendants convicted yesterday af- 
ternoon of using the mails to de- 
fraud through traffic in faked med- 
ical diplomas and licenses will be 
fixed May 19 by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Charles B. Davis. 

Found guilty with Lindsay were 
his stepson, George M. Lindsay Jr.; 
Date R. Alexander, former secre- 
tary of the defunct Kansas City 


College of Medicine and Surgery, 
now operator of a filling station 
near Anderson in Southwest Mis- 
souri; Ali Yehi Debeh, former Mis- 
souri farm boy, who posed as an 
Egyptian Prince and practiced 
medicine as an “arthritis special- 
ist” after buying fraudulent med- 
ical credentials from the elder 
Lindsay for $2500. 

All were found guilty on the eight 
counts of the indictment, each of 
which carries maximum punish- 
ment of five years in prison and a 
fine of $1000. 


Defense Plans Further Moves. 

Defense counsel annonuced they 
would file motions for a new trial. 
If these are overruled an appeal 
may be taken to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Two other defendants — Mrs. 
Myrtle Long, former secretary of 
the Iowa Chiropractic Board of Ex- 
aminers, and Arthur E. Krebs of 
Chicago, formerly of St. Louis— 
had pleaded guilty and testified for 
the Government. 

Mrs. Long and Krebs were fined 
$100 each today by Judge Davis, 
who then stayed the fines. 

William T. Gallagher, Wellston 
optometrist, who was placed on 
trial April 27 with the other four, 
was acquitted by a directed verdict 
at the close of the Government’s 
case last Tuesday. Yet to be tried 
are Dr. Claude E. Laws, former 
secretary of the Arkansas Eclectic 
Board of Examiners, and John E. 
Hamilton of Fort Worth, Tex. 
Jury Out Two Hours, 35 Minutes. 

The jury deliberated two hours 
and 35 minutes, returning its ver- 
dict at 3:35 o’clock. The members, 
who agreed not to discuss the bal- 
loting, were Frank Adam Jr., Le- 
coma; Walter Bass, Potosi; Adolph 
Eaton, Hillsboro; C. Clifford Chau- 
dron, Richmond Heights: John H. 
Damron, Pine Lawn; M. Harvey 
Alexander Jr.. W. J. Bramman, 
Francis A. Bealke, H. L. Browning, 
Ulysses L. Dubois, Paul B. Kason 
and Lawrence Ferguson, all of St. 
Louis. 

Alexander was the only defend- 
ant to deny the Government’s 
charges from the witness stand. 
The other three relied on docu- 
mentary evidence and arguments of 
counsel that the Government had 
not produced evidence — sufficient 
for conviction. 

The Government introduced doc- 
umentary evidence, including let- 
ters, in support of testimony that 15 
persons from Missouri and five 
other states had paid < total of 
$15,450 to Lindsay and Alexander 
for spurious medical credentials. 

Other Testimony. 

Other testimony was that Lind- 
Say paid $250 to Mrs. Long for a 
faked chiropractic license for his 
stepson and that the stepson so- 
licited prospective purchasers. of 
licenses and delivered faked cre- 
dentials after they were bought. 

The younger Lindsay pleaded 
guilty in Chicago in 1935 to a Fed- 
eral charge of transporting $7000 
of stolen securities and was sen- 
tenced to 18 months in prison. He 
served his term in jail here wile 
awaiting trial on the mail fraud 
charge. 

When Debeh was arrested here 
in 1934 at the outset of the Fed- 
eral investigation, he admitted to 
Postal Inspectors that he had prac- 
ticed medicine in Little Rock, Ark., 
license 
from Lindsay. Testimony was giv- 
en that after his arrest he went to 
Pennsylvania and continued to 
treat persons suffering from _§ar- 
thritis. 


One of the 15 witnesses who said 
they bought faked medical cre- 
dentials, William F. Dews of Wood 
River, Ill., now a chiropractor, testi- 
fied that he quit his job in a bank 
and practiced medicine in Arkansas 
for five months, without having 
been graduated from a medical 
school or having been examined 
in Arkansas, after he bought spuri- 
ous credentials from Lindsay for 
$500. He delivered babies and per- 
formed minor operations, he said. 

When Debeh was arrested he 
estimated that he had taken in 
about $6000 in the illegal practice 
of medicine. 

The Government contended that 
the four defendants were partners 
in a scheme, dangerous to the pub- 
lic, to get money from. chiro- 
practors and others who wanted to 
practice medicine but had not the 
patience to take medical training, 
and that the four used the mails to 
further their scheme. 

Their plan of operations as out- 
was to 
issue pre-dated diplomas from Kan- 
sas City medical schools which had 
gone out of existence and then to 
use these diplomas to obtain Ar- 
kanszs iicenses’ for customers 
through alleged co-operation of Dr. 
Laws. 

With Arkansas licenses the cus- 
tomers could, in most instances, 
obtain reciprocal licenses in the 
states of their residence.

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APPEALS TO SUPREME COURT 
FOR RULING ON RIVER-FRONT 


Attorney for Property Owners Says City’s 


Refusal to Join in Suit Has Created 
Legal ‘No Man’s Land.’

WASHINGTON, May 7.—In a pe- 
tition for a writ of certiorari filed 
today with the United States Su- 
preme Court, Edmund M. Toland, 
Washington attorney for the 37 
property owners seeking an injunc- 
tion against construction of the 
proposed Jefferson Riverfront Me- 
morial, declared that refusal by the 
City of St. Louis to become volun- 
tarily a party defendant in the liti- 
gation created a legal “no man’s 
land,” by which the property own- 
ers were uhable to get a review of 
the case on its merits. 

Attached to the petition were an 
affidavit by David H. Robertson, 
St. Louis counsel of the property 
owners, stating that he had formal- 
ly asked City Counselor Wayman 
to accept service in the suit and 
an article from the Post-Dispatch 
quoting Wayman as having said 
that he would neither intervene or 
accept service in the suit. 

The petition for certiorari pointed 
out that the decision of the 
District of Columbia Court of Ap- 
peals, denying the injunction asked 
by the property owners to restrain 
the Federal agents from proceeding 
with the project, had held that the 
City was necessarily a party to the 
suit. Unless this decision is_ re- 
versed, the petition continued, the 
precedent “must result in the dis- 
missal of a multitude of suits simi- 
lar to this one now pending in the 
District Court, which cannnot be 
brought in any other forum and 
which under this decision cannot be 
maintained in the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

The decision of which a review 
is sought denied a temporary in- 
junction on the sole ground that 
the city, although considered to be 
a necessary party, was not in court 
in the matter. The merits of the 
petition were not considered. 

The petition asserted that the 
Court of Appeals had cited no au- 
thority for its position, and con- 
tinued: 

“If the decision at bar is_ to 
stand, any one who is injured in 
his constitutional rights by Fed- 
eral legislative and administrative 
action comparable to that at bar, 
(for example, P W /« cases involving 
the use of Federal funds in con- 
structing municipal utility systems) 
will have no forum in which he 
may demand and receive protec- 
tion for his constitutional rights. 
Under the decision at bar he crn- 
not maintain a suit against the 


the 


Federal officials in the District of 


Columbia because the municipal au- | 


thorities—having contracts with 
the Federal Government officers— 
are indispensab.e parties, and serv- 
ice cannot be had upon them in 
this district. He cannot sue the 
municipality in another forum un- 
less the Federal officials in Wash- 
ington, who are_ indispensable 
parties, consent to go out into the 
states and voluntarily appear in 
forums elsewhere than in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.” 


Unless the Federal Government 
decides to hasten action on the pe- 
tition for certiorari the Supreme 
Court will not be able to act upon 
it this term, Under the rules of the 
court, the petitioner has 10 days in 
which to serve notice to the defend- 
ants, and they in turn have 20 
days in which to file an answer. If 
all the time allowed is used, the 
court, which is expected to recess 
on June 1, would not be in session 
when the Government’s brief is 
filed. 


The Government, however, can 
waive service on the brief and file 
its answer immediately. Ralph Boyd 
of the land division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, who has handled 
the memorial litigation, was not in 
Washington today and it could not 
be learned whether the Government 
intended to rush its reply. 

Should the Government file its 
reply within the next 10 days, it is 
possible that the court would act 
on the petition this session. If cer- 
tiorari is granted the case would 
be heard next term. If the petition 
is denied, the decision of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals would con- 
trol.

Seven persons of the 97 still are 
unaccounted for. 


No More Bodies Found. 


Although trained airship person- 
nel searched the wreckage com- 
pletely upon sufficient cooling of 
the structures no additional bodies 
were recovered. The search is be- 
ing continued and will probably be- 
come more effective with daylight.

Ed Hall, national vice-president 
of the United Automobile Workers 
of America, and Delmond Garst, 
secretary of Local Union 25, were 
in conference today with Philip 
Baugh, manager of the St. Louis 
Chevrolet plant, on a settlement of 
the strike called Wednesday morn- 
ing by the 4000 employes of the 
Chevrolet and Fisher Body plants, 
at Union boulevard and Naturai 
Bridge avenue. 

The company has made no at- 
tempt to operate, or to oust 220 
stay-in strikers, who are holding 
the Chevrolet plant. The trouble 
started over the lay-off of 37 Chev. 
rolet assembly line workers, result- 
ing in charges by the union that 
the company is seeking to re-estab- 
lish the “speed-up” system of on- 
eration, about which employes 
have complained in the past. 

Garst, who was in Detroit on 
union business, said on his return 
last night, accompanied by Hall.

Motors’ officers that Baugh had 
authority to settle the

News Arouses Sleeping Berlin. 

Berlin’s populace was awakened 
by newsboys’ shouts of “Extra! 
Extra! Airship Hindenburg de- 
stroyed.” Early editions of morn- 
ing newspapers had carried no men- 
tion of the disaster. 

Crowds quickly collected in the 
streets and discussed the tragedy. 
Many shed tears. The later papers 
devoted entire front pages to the 
explosion, saying all Germany was 
in mourning. 

The press expressed a uniform 
hope that the disaster would not 
| break Germany's continuance of in- 
| ternational air service. 

Hitler Told of Disaster. 
| Chancellor Hitler learned of the 
disaster early today through a tele- 
phone call from the Propaganda 
Ministry in Berlin to his Berchtes- 
gaden Mountain retreat. He was 
too stunned for words at first and 
whatever comment he finally made 
was not disclosed by his entourage. 

Upon receipt of a message of 
sympathy from President Roose- 
velt, Hitler wired back: 

“I thank your excellency sincere- 
ly for the words of sympathy you 
express to me and the German 
people on the occasion of the dis- 
aster of which the airship Hinden- 
burg was the victim.” 

All through the night and morn- 
ing, telegrams of condolence 
poured in to the Reichschancellery 
from Americans. Hitler notified 
Berlin authorities he would decide 
on a form of national mourning 
after the full extent of the disaster 
‘had been learned.

BOXING MANAGER SAYS 
BRITAIN ALREADY HAS 
CZAR FOR FIGHT GAME 


By the Associated Press. 
DENVER, May 7.—Bill Daly, 


pepperly little British fight man- 
ager, believes American boxing pro- 
moters could stay clear of a lot of 
messes if they took a cue from Bri- 
tain. What America needs, he said, 
is a boxing czar. England practical- 
ly has one and “boxing is con- 
ducted on a high plane over there.”

Wide Variance in Marriage 
Laws One of Reasons 
Suggested. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, May 7.—Gretna Greens 


for elopers lie just across a state 
line in almost any part of the 
union, a national survey of mar- 


riage laws showed today. 

A recent child marriage in Ten- 
nessee which attracted national at- 
tention, caused the enactment of a 


| law requiring three days’ notice of 


intention to wed. Eight’ states 
touching its borders have no such 
restrictions, however. 

In the entire area west of the 
Mississippi, only three states—Cali- 
fornia, Oregon and Minnesota—re- 
quire any notice of intention to 
marry. 

All New England states except 
Rhode Island, require five days’ no- 
tice. Gov. Lehman of New York 
this week signed a law requiring a 
three-day wait effective after Sept. 
1. Michigan, Wisconsin, Ohio and 
Georgia require notice of five days; 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia and 
'Tennessee three; Maryland’ two, 
effective June 1, and Delaware one 
for residents and four for non- 
residents. 

Alabama, Arkansas, Indiana, 
South Carolina and Washington 
have rejected such laws many 
times. Idaho, Iowa, Montana, Ne- 
braska, North Carolina and Texas 
have repealed laws requiring no- 
tice of intention to marry. Most 
of them took this action in 1933 and 
1935. 

Among the towns popular with 
elopers are Texarkana and Marion, 
Ark., for residents of Texas and 
Tennessee. Yuma, Ariz., long has 
been popular with motion picture 
players from California. Phoenix, 
Ariz., recently constructed a bridal 
chapel at its airport. At Reno, 
Nev., long known as a divorce cen- 
ter, 7602 marriages were performed 


last year. 


ACTION ON MISSOURI LETHAL 
GAS BILL DELAYED IN HOUSE 


H. P. Lauf, Jefferson City Repre- 
sentative, Fails to Bring 
Measure to Vote.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 7.— 


With only a few more than a ma- 
jority of members present, the 
House of Representatives deferred 
action yesterday on Senator Paul 
Jones’ bill to execute convicts in 
the State penitentiary by use of le- 
thal gas. 

H. P. Lauf, Jefferson City, who 
led the fight on the measure dur- 
ing two hours of debate yesterday 
afternoon, sought unsuccessfully to 
bring the bill to a vote. Departure 
of many of the Representatives for 
the week-end will delay action on 
the bill until next week. 

Describing the bill as vicious, V. 

E. Phillips of Kansas City said 
'capital punishment should continue 
to be inflicted in the home coun- 
ties by hanging. “The sole purpose 
of capital punishment,” he said, “‘is 
to act as a deterrent from crime. 
It loses its ‘effect when it is carried 
out behind closed doors at some 
distant point.” Francis Smith, St. 
Joseph, described lethal gas as the 
modern, humane, civilized method 
of carrying out death sentences. 


Utility Relief Tax.

ALBANY, N. Y., May 7.—Gov. 
Lehman’s proposal for a utility 
tax to raise $24,000,000 for unem- 
_ployment relief in this State awaits 
only his signature tonight to be- 
come law. The Republican-ruled 
Assembly concurred with the Sen- 
ate yesterday in approving the 
measure, which would impose a 2 
per cent tax on gross receipts of 
utility companies, except steam 
railroads, and permit municipal- 
ities to levy an additional 1 per cent 
impost on public utility services 
within their rights.

12 SKELETONS UNEARTHED IN 
GRAVEL PIT BY WPA WORKES 


Discovery Made Near Vandalia, IIL; 
Position of Bodies Indicate Pos- 
sible Indi..n Massacre. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
VANDALIA, Ill., May 7.—Twelve 
human skeletons, six of them com- 
plete, have been unearthed recent- 
ly in the Martin gravel pit in Car- 
son Township from which gravel is 
being removed for highway pur- 
poses. 
The skeletons, found by WPA 


workers, were buried three to four 
feet in the sand and about four 


feet apart. From the position of 
the bones, the bodies had _ been 
buried in a sitting posture, legs 
drawn up as in squatting and hands 
folded under their chins. Perfect 
teeth were found in all of the skele- 
tons, 


At first it was believed that an 
old Indian burying ground had been 
located but this idea was aban- 
doned when search failed to dis- 
close pottery, trinkets or arrow- 
heads usually found in _ Indian 
graves. One theory advanced was 
that the spot may have been the 
site of an Indian massacre. The 
position of the bones’ indicated 
that the hands and feet of the per- 
sons buried had been tied. Another 
was that the bones may have been 
| of a prehistoric race.

Listing of Such Families Urged 
at Convention; ‘Plain English’ 
for Psychologists. 


By the Associated Press 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 7. 
—Psychiatrists were urged in a talk 
here to shun high-sounding termi- 
nology and “talk plain English” as 


a means of popularizing interest in 
the problems of mental health. 

“At present,” Dr. Benjamin M. 
Baker, superintendent of the New 
Hampshire State School at Laconia, 
told the American Association of 
Mental Deficiency, “all the phrase- 
ology of mental disease is abstract, 
involved, redundant, and lugubri- 
ous.” 

“If all our literature on mental 
disease and defect could be com- 
pletely rewritten . . it would be 
a most praiseworthy accomplish- 
ment,” he said. 

Dr. George E. McPherson, super- 
intendent of the Massachusetts 
State School at Benchertown, urged 
a national survey of families who 
for generation after generation 
have produced mentally-defective 
children. 

Examination of 1300 inmates at 


his institution showed, he said, that 
half of them came from families 
that transmitted defects to descend- 
ants. 

Offending families existed mostly 
in rural sections and small towns 


'where, he said, “there was no or- 
| ganized public opinion to deal with 
| them.” 

' In Western Massachusetts, he ob- 
|served, failure t o cope with the 
situation has resulted in “so much 
incompetency and dependency that 
whole families and large parts of 
families have been committed to 
state institutions to save municipal- 
ities the cost.” 

He predicted it would require 5 
or 10 years for public authorities 
to investigate the situation nation- 
ally and determine what measures 
should be taken to prevent propa- 
gation of mentally defective stock. 

“Some of the persons we have 
ébserved,” said Dr. McPherson, 
“came from families notorious for 
generations for shiftlessness and de- 
pendency, to say nothing of more

Workers’ Alliance of Jobless 
to Ask Citizens’ Committee to 
Call Meeting on Situation. 


The St. Louis Workers’ Alliance, 
an organization of unempioyed, will 
ask the Citizens’ Committee of 100 
to call a meeting in the next week 
to discuss the cutting off of about 
7400 persons from relief rolls which 
was begun Tuesday, it announced 
yesterday. 

Dean Sidney E. Sweet of Christ 
Church Cathedral, chairman of the 


committee, said he had not yet re- 
ceived the request but would be 
willing to offer all possible aid in 


| getting deserving cases back on the 
| relief rolls. 


“I feel very keenly it is a great 
mistake to come right up to a 
period without any publicity or 
community effort to prevent it, and 
suddenly cut deserving cases off 
the rolls,” he said. “Something 
Should be done to prevent periodic 
cutting off of these people who 
have been recognized as needy. It 


Seems to be g very foolish pro- 


cedure.” 

William C. Connett, chairman of 
the St. Louis Relief Committee, 
said there had been no change in 
the situation since Wednesday, 
when he announced that curtail- 
ment of funds for public relief in 
May by 18.7 per cent less than the 
300,000 previously required monthly 
would make necessary a_ corre- 
sponding reduction in the number 
of persons on relief rolls. Drop- 
ping off of those “who can stand 
it best,” has been proceeding since 
Tuesday, and the- committee is 


waiting on the State Legislature 
_to pass some definite relief law, he 


said. , 

The notices sent out read: 

“Because of a reduction in funds 
for relief, we find that we, will not 
be able to continue helping you. . 
With more jobs now available in 
the community, we hope you will be 
able to increase your income.” 

Several who have reeeived no- 
tices complained to Post-Dispatch 
reporters yesterday that they had 
been without work for from six 
weeks to nine months. All said 
they had no prospect of employ-

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Ford Says Undistributed Profit 
Levy’s Real Purpose Is to Tax 
Independent Out of Existence 


‘Target Is Ford Motor Co.,’ He Declares, 
‘Politicians Parrots for World Bankers’— 
Denies Government Has Primed Pump. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, May 7.—Henry Ford, 
who opposed the NRA to the day 
it was declared unconstitutional, 
said today he also would oppose the 
+ pas tax on undistributed prof- 
its. 
He described it, in an interview, 
as “ramshackle legislation,” enacted 
by “politicians who are parrots for 
the international financiers.” 

The Ford Motor Co., he declared, 
was the “target.” 

“The real purpose is to tax the 
independents, large and small, out 
of existence,” he said. “The finan- 
ciers want to drive every inde- 
pendent business man to borrow 
money, to make American business 
pay continual tribute to the money 
lenders. They want to send the 
companies they can’t control to 
Wall street. And it is only the com- 
panies they don’t control who are 
objecting. The others are all in 
one pocket.” 

He spoke approvingly of a 
“changed attitude” he noted in Con- 
gress toward that and similar meth- 
ods. 

“Trying to Do Better.” 

“Congress did not concoct this 
ramshackle legislation, although it 
passed the bill,” he said. “Now it 
is trying to see how it can do bet- 
ter. For that reason, you hear more 
good things said about Congress to- 
day than for six years past. Of 
course, the members have heard 
from home, but that only means 
that Congress and the people are 
coming to the same conclusions. 

“No one with the Interests of the 
country at heart would plan such 
a taxing program. It must have 
had a target. Naturally, we are. the 
target. 

“If we knew where the money is 
going, if we knew it was doing any- 
thing to lift the national level, that 
would be different. But the spots 
where things are not getting any 
better are the spots where they say 
the money is going. It has kept 
the people at the same low level 
where the depression found them. 
The only lifting done in this coun- 
try is done by industry. 

“If the Government took every 
cent of Ford profits and used the 
money to raise the standards of the 
people, I’d take my hat off to them. 
That is what we have been trying 


to do for 30 years. They are not 
doing it.” 
Primary Need, Production. 

“Do you believe the various Gov- 
ernment agencies succeeded in 
‘priming the pump’ for industry?” 
he was asked. 

“Government money provides no 
purchasing power and no market 
for industry,” Ford replied. “And 
it hasn’t provided employment, 
either, else why do we hear of mil- 
lions of men still unemployed. 

“Our Government does not under- 
stand the primary necessity, which 
is production. We have not enough 
of anything, and all the politicians 
can think of is to make it harder 
for producers to produce. 

“The answer to the unemploy- 
ment problem is to produce more 
goods, and that is what we are try- 
ing to do.” 

A question about wage increases 
brought a reiteration of his recent 
statement that “there will be higher 
wages when this strike mess is 
over.” He said there was noth- 
ing to add to that. 

“Do you have any report on the 
number of union members among 
your employes?” he was asked. 

Will Stand by Men. 

“IT have no idea how many there 
are,” he replied. “I do know, 
though, that they are attempting to 
get members by coercing the fam- 
ilies of our workers. They don’t 
just invite a workman to join, they 
go to his home and frighten his 
family. 

“I have nothing to say about 
what organizations our men join. 
I believe that if they join the union 
they are being ‘hooked,’ but that 
is their business. However, if it 
comes to coercion, our men can 
depend on us to stand by them.” 

He said the Ford Co.’s recently- 
announced plan to produce tires 
was necessitated by uncertainty 
caused by strikes in the rubber in- 
dustry. 

“We do not intend to produce all 
of our tires,” he said, “but we shall 
be prepared to produce them if it 
becomes necessary. We have pro- 
duced 100 tires a day for the last 
20 years, just for experimental pur- 
poses, and we know we can do it.” 

He said rubber from the Ford 
plantations in South America 
would be processea In the new tire 
plant. 


GERMANY CONTEMPLATES 
DECORATING BRITISH KING 


London Envoy Told to Find Out 
If George VI Would Accept 
Medal With Swastika on It. 

(Copyright, 1937.) 
BERLIN, May 7.—Reports are 
current here that Germany has ia- 
structed its Embassy in London to 

ascertain whether King George VI, 


on the occasion of his coronation 
next Wednesday, will be prepared 
to accept the Grand Cross of the 
new German order for foreigners, 
established by Chancellor Adolf Hit- 
ler on May 1. Among other figures 
the decoration includes four Nazi 
swastikas. 

If the King were to prove re- 
ceptive, he would be the first for- 
eigner to receive the Grand Cross, 
which is the highest of five classes. 
Premier Mussolini is expected to be 
decorated later by Hitler either on 
the occasion of the projected visit 
to Rome of Field Marshal Werner 
von Blumberg, Germany Army 
Chief, or in the summer, when, 4s 
is now planned, the Italian dictator 
visits Germany. 

Among Germans only Foreign 
Minister Baron Konstantin von 
Neurath wears the Grand Cross of 
the new order. The decoration for 
each of the five classes carries as a 
central figure a Maltese cross, sur- 
rounded by four stylized German 
eagles, each perched on a swastika. 
On the Grand Cross the cross is in 
enamel and the eagles and swa- 
stikas in gold.

Minority of Senate Committee, 
However, Says It Does 
Not Draft Capital.

WASHINGTON, May 7. — The 
Senate Military Affairs Committee 


Hill war profits bill to the Senate 
yesterday although a minority of 
the committee denounced it as tend- 
ing towards militarism and dictator- 
ship. 

Signed by Senators Nye (Rep.), 
North Dakota and Lundeen (Farm- 
er-Labor), Minnesota, the minority 
report asserted the bill would “put 
profits in war, not out,” and would 
place civilian labor under complete 
control of the Government “even as 
it is today in Italy and Germany.” 

The majority report, containing 
little discussion of the measure, in- 
cluded a pamphlet issued by the 
American Legion, sponsor of the 
bill. 

The measure would give’ the 
President power to fix prices in 
war-time, control industry for war 
purposes, and limit profits to 95 per 
cent of the previous’ three-year 
average. It also would authorize 
drafting of man-power for military 
service. 

Declaring “there is not the re- 
motest idea of drafting capital 
under this bill,” the minority argued 
that if the legislation had been in 
force during the last war it would 
not have imposed a penny of ad- 
ditional taxation on the du Pont 
armaments profits.

The anarchists, border advices 
said, seized the town of Figueras 
with the aid of soldiers garrisoned 
at San Fernando fort. 

Public officials were ousted there 
and at Gerone by militant anar- 
chists protesting against what they 
consider too conservative an admin- 
istration by the autonomous Catalan 
Government, allied with the Madrid- 
Valencia Government in the civil 
war, 

An American resident of Barce- 
lona telephoned to Paris that street 
fighting was continuing. This is 
the fourth day of the anarchist 
revolt. The informant said the city 
was “comparatively calm” but 
shooting still could be heard. 

The streets were filled with po- 
lice and the Plaza Cataluna, in the 
center of the city, was deserted ex- 
cept for uniformed armed patrols. 

The fighting up and down Bar- 
celona’s streets was described as 
“frightful” for several days. 

Telephone operators returned to 
work for the first time since the 
uprising. Public order has been 
put under control of an officer 
sent to Barcelona by the Spanish 
Government at Valencia. 

A Valencia column on the way to 
Barcelona to help to restore order 
was reported to have clashed with 
a band seeking to barricade the 
highway near Tortosa in Tarragona 
Province. The outcome was not 
known, 

A few stores were reopened in 
Barcelona and the subway and 
some busses resumed operation, 
said one border report. 

Four hundred persons were killed 
and 1000 iniured in two days, a 
Barcelona radio broadcast said yes- 
terday.

GEO. L. BERRY NAMED 
TO VACANCY IN SENATE 


Industrial Co-ordinator and 
Labor Leader Appointed by 
Governor of Tennessee. 


By the Associated Press. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 6.— 
Gov. Gordon Browning appointed 
Maj. George L. Berry, Federal In- 
dustrial Co-ordinator, to the United 
States Senate last night to succeed 
the late Nathan L. ‘Bachman of 
Chattanooga. 

The Governor made the announce- 
ment of Berry’s selection 13 days 
after Bachman, the State’s junior 
Senator, died of a heart attack in 
Washington April 23. 

Berry, president of the Interna- 
tional Printing Pressmen’s and As- 
sistants’ Union and a large land- 
owner in East Tennessee, had been 
mentioned prominently for the post 
along with several other State 
leaders, He lives at Rogersville. 


For several years Berry has been 
a close adviser of President Roose- 
velt. He has expressed himself as 
favoring the chief executive’s court 
plan. 


Gov. Browning’s announcement 
said Berry’s “services to the nation 
are too well known to need elabora- 
tion. In his position of leadership 
he has done more to eliminate in- 
dustrial strife than anyone in 
America. He is sane, able, cour- 
ageous and commands the love and 
respect of all who know him.” 

“Although identified with labor, 
the Governor said, “he is also an 
industrial operator, having a $1,- 
500,000 plant of his own. He there- 
fore knows the trials and problems 
of the largest farm operators in 
Tennessee, and the fact that he 
pays income tax on his farm is 
proof of his business judgment and 
knowledge of farm problems. 

“The story of Maj. Berry’s rise 
to fame under advérse circum- 
stances is an inspiration to Amer- 
ican youth, He is my great friend. 
The State will have an able advo- 
cate in that legislative body.” 

Berry has for some time’ been 
pressing a claim of more than $1,- 
000,000 against the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority for mineral rights of 
lands flooded in the Norris Dam 
reservoir. The claim involves the 
mineral rights on 3000 acres of land 
in Union County, Tenn., in the 
Clinch River basin; which Berry, 
has under lease.

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SUHOOL BUDGET CUTS 
SURPLUS $1,739,335 


Board Finance Committee 
seeks to Reduce Estimate for 
Fiscal Year. 


_A tentative budget for the pub- 
lic schools for the fiscal year start- 
ing July 1, taken under advisement 
by the Finance Committee of the 
Board of Education, would reduce 
the _board’s surplus by $1,739,339, 
leaving a minimum working sur- 
Plus of $2,314,122 

The committee, which received 
the figures yesterday, will confer 
with the other members of the 
board next month in an effort to 
make a materia] reduction of the 
proposed appropriations. It was 
learned by the Post-Dispatch today 
that the committee wolud seek to 
lop off $400,000 to $700,000 of the 
requested budget of $12,358,963. 

This budget would be $1,432,622 
larger than the estimated expen- 
ditures in the fiscal year now end- 
ing. The increase is due almost al- 
together to restoration of the full 
salary scale for all school employes 
recently, increase of mechanics’ 
wage scales, decision to spend $500,- 
000 on a new Negro teachers’ col- 
lege and a desire to incerase the al- 
lowance for general building main- 
tenance and rennovation. 

Would Retain Tax Rate. 

As a step in preparation of the 

year’s financial structure, the com- 


mittee yesterday voted to recom- | 


mend to the board retention for 
1937 of the 1936 school tax rate—85 
cents on the $100 valuation for gen- 
eral purposes and 2 cents for the 
bond sinking fund. The recom- 
mendation was expected and mem- 
bers believed the board would ap- 
prove it. A sinking fund rate of 
only 1 cent may be possible next 
year, to complete retirement in 1939 
of the last of the $3,000,000 school 
bond issue voted in 1916. 

No suggestions have been made in 
the Finance Committee yet as_ to 
where the new budget may best be 
pruned. The board intends to main- 
tain the full salary scale. 

The estimate of income for the 
new fiscal] year was $10,619,625, or 
$1,739,338 less than the requested 
appropriations. Under the law, a 
reserve fund of 5 per cent of the 
estimated income, or $530,981, 
must be set aside. The estimate of 
the cash balance, or surplus, at 
the end of the current fiscal year 
was $4,053,461, while the balance at 
the end of the coming year, June 30, 
1938, would be $2,314,122. That will 
be the minimum working fund to 
pay school bills until taxes are col- 
lected late in 1938.

CROP OF ABDICATION 
BUUKS IN ENGLAND 


“The Magic of Monarchy” 
and “‘His Was a Kingdom,” 
Are Latest Works. 


(Copyright, 1937.) 

LONDON, May 6.—The publica- 
tion of several books about the 
former King Edward VIII of Great 
Britain and his abdication, culmin- 
ating in the most recent one “Coro- 
nation Commentary,” is upsetting 
British opinion about what hap 
pened last December and some re- 
viewers here today said a book war 
over Edward and Mrs. Wallis War- 
field Simpson, for whom he gave 
up his throne, is in full swing. 

Some commentators said _ that 
these books (in addition to “Corona- 
tion Commentary” two others came 
out, “The Magic of Monarchy” and 
“His Was a Kingdom”) had a 
beartng on the hectic effort to 
make next week’s coronation of 
King George VI and Queen Eliza- 
beth of Great Britain a success. 

All three of the books, to the 
dismay of the coronation organ- 
izers, attempt to explore the events 
of last December and to “prevent 
general acceptance of a distorted 
and mischievous interpretation of 
recent events,” to quote the cover 
advertisement of “His Was a King- 
dom.” 

This book, written by two Fleet 
street journalists, has had consid- 
erable vogue among the reading 
public, though not so much as “Cor- 
onation Commentary,” which one 
writer here described as treating 
of monarchy with almost ironical 
detachment. 

If the reviewers are correct, the 
books on the abdication are proving 
that the abdication last December, 
far from showing the immense and 
inherent strength of the monarchy, 
disclose, as one writer said, “the 
strength of Britain’s ruling oli- 
garchy and the weakness of its in- 
strument, the monarchy.” 

The consensus of reviewers, l1o00k- 
ing back on the crop of abdication 
books, seems to be that, first, as a 
result of the attitude of the press, 
the church and the Cabinet the 
King was stampeded into a decision 
when the decision could have 
waited five months, and, second, 
that Prime Minister Stanley Bald- 
win, acting as he did, infringed the 
Constitution both in its written and 
unwritten aspects.

Infections of 
Fingers Are 
Great Menace 


Major Tragedies Can Be 
Traced to Delay In Treat- 
ment. 


By Dr. M. G. Seelig 


MONG the other abominations 
J inciaent to war, the mother of 

all abominations, is the fact that 
a sick soldier is a liability, where- 
as a dead soldier is only a loss. 
That is, death of a soldier merely 
indicates a loss of one unit of 
fighting power, whereas disability 
or disease of a soldier means the 
mobilization of a corps of attend- 
ants to care for and restore him 
to health and, therefore, to the line 
of battle. For this reason, the Med- 
ical Corps of our army, during the 
World War, developed an elaborate 
program for taking care of the 
slightly sick and slightly injured. 


It did not take us long to real- 
ize that among the most important 
minor injuries and diseases, were 
infections of the fingers. This was 
a fact not only because these con- 
ditions incapacitated the _ soldier, 
but because, just as in civil life, 
these seemingly trifling injuries, led 
with startling frequency to serious 
consequences, if they were neglect- 
ed or improperly treated. One of 
my most astute surgical friends 
and colleagues, who has devoted 
special attention to infections of 
the fingers for the past twenty 
years, told me recently that he was 
sure both he and I would be as- 
tonished if we knew how many 
major tragedies could be traced to 
delayed treatment or to maltreat- 
ment of acute infections of the fin- 
gers. Most intelligent laymen do 
not appreciate this fact; some of 
them do. That great preacher, 
John Haynes Holmes, of the Com- 


/ munity Church of New York City, 


in a recent sermon, desirous of em- 
phasizing the malevolence of 
hatred, prejudice and persecution 
as a baneful influence on the life 
of a whole nation, said, “It is like 
an infected finger, spreading poison 
throughout the whole system.” 

This is not the place to explain 
why these infections are so menac- 
ing. Enough will have been ac- 
complished if attention is drawn 
to just three facts. Firstly, that 
these acute finger infections are, 
potentially, always of most serious 
import. This is so even despite the 
fact that, in individual cases, such 
infections may run their course 
without any undue inconvenience 
or without seriously jeopardizing 
the patient. Secondly, that these 
infections call for the most skilled 
surgical judgment. I am convinced 
that there are a vastly larger num- 
ber of surgeons fully equipped to 
remove gall bladders successfully, 
than there are surgeons competent 
to treat finger infections intelli- 
gently. The third fact of impor- 
tance is that the so-called “lancing” 
of these infections is not the in- 
nocuous procedure that it is gener- 
ally supposed to be; for done at the 
wrong time, or not exactly at the 
proper place on the finger, it may 
prove to be a murderous interfer- 
ence. The only person who can 
determine for you, accurately, 
when and where to cut, is your 
own competent surgeon.
